GARY, Ind., Jan. 22.—United States 


marshals today arrested high officials 
of Gary including the mayor, sheriff, 
and other law enforcement officers 
on charges of violation of the prohibi- 
tion laws. 


Seventy-five 
were 
taken 
into 


custody under indictments returned at 
Indianapolis. • 


Mayor Roewell O. Johnson, one of 


the first to be arrested, was released 
on bond. L. H. Olds, sheriff; Lewis 
Barnes, fcnner sheriff and now presi- 
dent of the Gary board of public 
works, and Clyde Hunter, former 
prosecutor were also taken into the 
federal agents net. 
Attorneys, 
marshal*, constates, 


justices of the peace, and other of- 
ficials were arrested. 


Even Gary, which had been expect- 


ing the federal agents to swoop down 
on the city since the indictments were 
returne da week ago Saturday, was 
shocked by the scope of the raids. 


While most of those taken were 


high officials, some notorious police 
characters and bootleggers were in- 
, eluded. 


Each of the seventy-five indicted is 


accused of having participated in a 
gigantic conspiracy to evade the pro- 
hibition law. 


Most of the liquor which had made 


Chicago "wet" for many months was 
handled thru the Gary booze ring, the 
federal officials declare. • 


The 
federal 
officers 
established 


their headquarters in theo office of 
Mayor Johnson. 


Aided by policemen, and using city 


automobiles, they hastened to the 
business establishments of individuals 
indicted. As each arrest was made 
the 
prisoner was 
brought to the 


mayor's office where he was held 
until bonds were arranged. 


Officials of the city and county 


were forced to produce a $5,000 bond. 
Less prominent personages were re- 
quired to furnish $1,000 security.

Many of those arrested were found 


in "soft drink" parlors. A few were 
located at their homes. 


There was no demonstration of any 


kind and those arrested willingly ac- 
companied the officers.

Wisconsin Man Is Believed to 


Only Surviving Member of 


the Crew. 


GENEVA, Wis., Jan. 22.— 


Hundreds of miles away from where 
the epoch making event in which he 
took part occurred, lives William M. 
Napper, believed to be the only surviv- 
ing member of the 
crew laying the 


first trans-Atlantic cable. 
Napper, born in Chichester, Eng- 


land, loved the sea and chose the ma- 
rine profession. He later took up ship- 
building and about the time he had 
"become an adept there was completed 
in England the greatest snip launched 
up to that time—the Great Western, 
i79 feet long with an 82 foot beam. 
It was an iron merchant steamer, 
equipped with both screws and pad- 
dles. 
The biggest project of the day was 


the laying of ths trans-Atlantic cable 
connecting England 
with America. 


The Great Western was fitted out for 
this job and Napper was given the 
job as chief carpenter. Cable weighing 
more than 36,000 tons had been pre- 
pared at Greenwich, England, and

RANGE 
CONDITIONS GOOD 


Situation in Sand Bolls Begioni 


Favorable So Par as Cattle 


Are Concerned. 


Pastures and range conditions con- 


tinue favorable in the Nebraska sand 
hills. Local shortages of feed are re- 
ported from a few counties outside of 
the sand hills. Conditions of cattle-Is 
reported as 94 per cent of normal, be- 
ing very satisfactory due to favorable 
winter and plenty of feed in most 
counties. These are the leading points 
in the January report of the Division 
of Crop and Live Stock estimates. 


The pastures in the sand hills are 


fully normal, but as conditions are 
less favorable In other western sec- 
tions, the average condition for the 
state is 94 per cent of normal. Drouth 
in some of the southwestern counties 
shortened the grass last summer and 
feed supplies are also a little short In 
localities. Cattle improved in the 
sand hills due to favorable weather 
and plenty of feed. Very little de- 
crease was reported and the losses 
were light In fact the losses of Ne- 
pasture and range sections of Ne- 
braska were lighter than in any of the 
other western states, being 2.6 per 
cent loss for the year. Losses in other 
states range from this to 10 per cent. 


The condition of the ranges in the 


17 states forming the west half of the 
United States averaged 85 per cent of 
normal as compared to 84 per centra 
month ago. The normal condition. 
100 per cent, does not necessarily 
mean that the range is available for 
use but may mean also a. condition 
tree from injury and with sufficient 
moisture supply to insure a good 
growth of feed for the coming spring. 
In some of the southern states, the 
condition takes account also of actual 
available pasture. During the past 
month, improvement is noted in Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Oklahoma, Montana, 
Colorado, Arizona, Utah and Califor- 
nia; while declines In range condi' 
tions are reported in North Dakota. 
South Dakota, Texas, Wyoming. New 
Mexico. Nevada and Washington.

The senate has changed its mind 


about cutting the» salaries of state 
officers. 
The other day it recom- 


mended, in committee of the whole, 
the passage of S. F. 12, which cuts 
all of the state officers to a $4,000 
basis, governor alone ezcepted, and 
supreme judges to $5,500. 


Shortly after the senate reconvened 


Monday afternoon, on motion of Hast- 
ings, it recommitted the bill to- the 
committee of the whole for specific 
amendment. This amendment will re- 
store the salaries to the schedule tem- 
porarily fixed in the new constitution, 
and as are now paid. 


As t*<s motion carried by a vote of 


18 to 13, it is presumed there are 
enough members pledged to kill the 
bill after it has been changed and 
made to read as at present. 
The 


constitution said the salaries it fixed 
shall be the temporary salaries paid, 
nntn otherwise fixed by the legisla- 
ture. The last legislature made no 
attempt to specifically fix salaries, 
altho the appropriation bill carried 
the salaries named in the constitution. 
If the present bill is retained and 
passes both houses, the salaries named 
therein cannot be changed for eight 
years.

The 
next step to be taken, if custom in 
such matters is to be followed, will 
be to' ask the house for authority to 
send for persons and papers.

Figures Big Saving. 


Representative Lamb 
figures that 


doing away with the precinct assessor 
will- save the people of Nebraska 
about 1500-000 a year. In order that 
property owners may be encouraged 
to return true bills to the assessor* 
the introducer 
provides that every 


such official shall prepare complete 
return' lists and that these shall be 
available 
for general 
circulation. 


Every property owner may know what 
his neighbor has turned in. After the 
schedules are filled in and returned, 
the assessor will review them. 
The introducer is of the 
opinion 
that the theory of taring intangibles 
ou a one-fourth value basis is-wrong. 
It is, he contends, an admission that 
men are dishonest. 
"Our present revenue system," he 


said, "is making thieves and liars out 
of,our people. They do not turn in 
actual values in many cases but com- 
parative values-" 
As to the proposal to tax municipal 


properties, Mr. Lamb has little sym- 
pathy for the argument that it means 
the taking of money from one pocket 
and dropping it in another. 
"That may be true to some extent," 


he said, "but how about the fellow 
who derives no benefit from such ex- 
emptions ?" 
He believes that the $200 exemption 


clause as contained in the constitu- 
tion, is wrong- This' cannot however, 
be reached except -thru submission of 
a proposed amendment. 


In answer to the argument that real 


property is not taxed at.full value and 
that taxing intangibles at full yalue 
is an unjust discrimination, he argues 
that the earning pwoer of money in- 
vested in the intangible property is 
more sure and, certain than that in- 
vested In real estate. 
The member from Tecumseh states 


that he has not reached his conclu- 
sions hastily. Altho more or less fa- 
miliar with the subject of taxation, he 
has called others in for a number of 
conferences. He. has .talked with men 
directlr in touch with operation of the 
present law. 
He contends that the several pre- 


cinct assessors of a county make re- 
turns which are not uniform. He be- 
lieves . that the information 
should 


come direct from the owner, the man 
who does know, to the county asses- 
sor;

than at the corresponding stage of 
any former congress. 


But the insurgent republicans ex- 


pect to point out to the country that 
a number of other things needed to 
be done, and either to force Harding 
to call a special session, or fasten on 
himself the blame for not getting them 
done

in his address at the opening of this 
session, and call intention to the ones 
which will not have been acted on, 
such as the child labor amendment, 
the registration of aliens act, the 
change in the status of the railway 
labor board and the railroad question 
generally.

Thomas E. Glass, 3141 Holdrege 
street, well known Grand Army man, 
died suddenly Sunday morning. Heart 
disease caused death. He was seven- 
ty-five years old last August. Funerai 
services will be held at 10 a. m. Tues- 
day from Castle, Roper & Matthews 
chapel and burial will be at the coun- 
try " cemetery near Gresham, where 
his wife and other relatives are buried. 
The Grand Army will have charge of 
the services. 
Mr. Glass awakened Sunday morn- 


ing at about the usual time, ate his 
breakfast and made a tew trips about 
the house, being apparently in his 
usual health. A little later on he com- 
plained of pains about his chest and 
TV as. induced to lie down. In a , few 
minutes he was breathing Ms last. 


Mr. Glass had been a resident of 


Lincoln for more than twenty years. 
He was prominent in civic move- 
ments and did much to improve Hold- 
rege street, on which he lived, being 
one of the early agitators for paving 
and street improvement He has been 
president of the East Lincoln Civic 
league, in which he took great inter- 
est, for; a number of years, and pre- 
sided over the meeting of the league 
held last Friday evening. He was a 
past commander of Farragut post. 
Grand Army of the Republic, and was 
prominent in Grand Army circles. One 
of his desires was that the Grand 
Army have charge of his funeral serv- 
ices and this has been arranged. 


Mr. Glass, in his earlier years, was 


a school teacher and later a farmer, 
retiring from the farm a number ot 
years ago, and moving to Lincoln, 
where he 'invested in city property, 
altho still retaining his Polk county 
farm. 


Thomas E. Glass, born August 13, 


1847, 
was the ninth in a family of 


thirteen children. His father, Shel- 
ton Glass, a native of Kentucky, 
moved to Rush county, Indiana, being 
one of the pioneers of that section. 
There Mr. Glass was born. His mother, 
before her marriage, was Cynthia Ann 
Donley, born in Ohio. Mr. Glass was 
reared on an Indiana farm. In De- 
cember, 1863, he enlisted in Company 
E, 123rd Indiana volunteer infantry, 
under command of General A. P. Ho- 
vey, when be was but sixteen years 
old. General Hovey's army was known 
as "Hovey's six thousand babes," this 
term being applied because of the ex- j 
treme youth of most of his soldiers- j j 
Mr. Glass took part in the campaign j, 
from Rocky Face ridge to Atlanta,)) 
participating in the stirring scenes in ; 
the vicinity of Atlanta. He was mus- 
tered out at Lexington, N. C., August 
24, 1865.

school teaching, which hejfollowed for 
twenty years in Indiana, Iowa, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska and Oregon.

That is that Nebraska should do as 
o^er states do, charge non-resident pupils tuition fees 
in such amount as expert judgment dictates 
This 


need not be on the pel capita basis, but upon some, 
just formula. 
Representative Dennis has a bill thai 


presents a good idea 
He would have the non resi- 


dent pupil pay to Nebraska university what a Nebraska 
youth would have to pay if he attended the university 
of the state from which the non-resident pupil comes 
It might also he well to debate seriously and fuliy 
•whether Nebraska owes anything more than an educa- 
tion to its children. In other words, whether thosu 
•who desire to be educated in a profession should be 
given this technical education at public expense. 
It 


is time to start hunting for other revenues for our 
educational institutions aside from general taxation.

along without certification 
"We are paying out a mil 


lion and a half, every biennium for the support of four 
normal schools, or teachers' colleges, as they call them, 
not Including the one at the university. We furnish 
free to those who desire to teach all of the technical 
training they desire.
